Gathering of Strike Leaders From Various Sections 


of the Country—Debs Predicts That 


Injunctions Will Have 


to Go. 


St Louis.Aug dO.—Local labor leaders 


ware very much in tbe sir Sunday regard- 
ing the program for today's convention, 
or conference as it is now called, owing to 
the failure of Debs, Batohford, and other 
prommentjeaders in the movement to put 
in an appearance as expected. Grand 
Master Workman Sovereign, W.C. Pearoe, 
secretary of tbe United Mine Workers, 
and K. Asker, secretary of the Mineral 
Mine Workers, came Sunday. Ihe Out- 
look fcr the proposed convention Is any- 
thing but promising, uven should Batch 
ford and Debs come today as expected. 
Enough is already known of Its real pur- 
pose, however, to warrant tbe statement 
that the idea of inaugurating a general 
strike has been abandoned and its ener 
gles are to be directed to tbe inaugura- 
tion of a great crusade in behalf of tbe 
tenets of Social Democracy. 


In fact, some of the local leaders of the 


movement declared early In the day that 
Batchford never had any such tblng In 
contemplation when he issued his address, 
and that there was nothing in tha address 
itself to bear out such a suggestion. They 
insist oil that the idea of a great strike 
originated in the minds of those who are 
opposed to tbe interests of the coal miners 
and organized labor in general, and that 
the conference would certainly not recom- 
mend any such action. 


They now profess to believe that such 


action would be inimical rather than of 
benefit to the cause of tbe striking min- 
ers 
To what, this change of sentiment 


is cine ia not apparent unless it be that 
the extremists have taken alarm from the 
coolness with which the better element of 
organized labor throughout the country 
is disposed to regard tbe meeting. 
All 


during tbe day some of the reseption com- 
mittee sat in the headquarters of the 
Building Trades Council waiting to re- 
ceive i he ont-ifie delegates who fulled to 
put in an appearance, and, lett they bad 
gone direct to the hotels und staid there, 
others of the committee visited tbe hotels 
in fi..iroh of them, but, as a rule, to no 
purpose 
As a result tbe local delegates 


h.uo been Ignorant as to when the con 
\ention would meet and what jt would 
do 
Thoy were not in doubt about one 


'lung, however, and that was that the 
conveu ion would unqustlonably ebam 
pion tho cause of Social Democracy. 
An 


effort is to be made to bring the Social 
Democrats, the single taxers.and all other 
' feinlst tho government" together as tho 
beginning of what is confidently hoped to 
be ,v great political movement along so- 
cialistic lines 


Tbe convention will probably take no 


positive iction, because it has no power to 
enforce any edict It may put forth. 
It 


will probably content itself with condemn- 
ing and recommending 


It will unquestionably condemn gov- 


ernment by injunction. 
That is to be Its 


strong card 
It will also probably con- 


demn the supreme court of the United 
States and declare for its abolition. At 
least that Is the talk of the extremists to- 
day, and there Is every reason for bellev 
ing that tbe^extremlsts will have things 
pretty much their own way. 


It will recommend government owner- 


ship of mines. 
It will point to tho pres- 


ent strike and wretched condition of the 
miners as the legitimate result of the 
evils attending the private ownership of 
mines and declare that the only remedy 
for these evils is to be found in govern- 
ment ownership. 


It looks as if Debs, Ratobford, et al, 


•were taking advantage of tbe present sit 
nation to secure from organized labor an 
indorsement of Social democracy. 
The 


conference will finally recommend tbe 
holding of a convention some time in tbe 
near future, to Include not only laboring 
men but people of all classes, for tbe pur- 
pose of perfecting a great political orgtn 
ization, which is to be in fact the Social 
Democrnoy. These are the main features 
which are being talked of today, but the 
composition of the convention will ba 
such that there is no predicting with any 
certainty just what will be finally evolved 
from the gathering. 


It was claimed that tbe committee on 


credentials, which meets today at 10 
o'clock, will so arrange matters that the 
radical element will be in tbe minority, 
but it is a question whether Debs does 
not want it to be in the majority. 
A 


good illustration of the character of some 
of those who will take part in the confer 
enca is found in the persons of M. C. Bo- 
bannon of this oity. His claim to notori- 
ety lies largely in the fact of his an- 
nouncement during tbe last campaign 
tbat be was a presidential candidate on 
the platform of tbe Lord's prayer. 
He 


was arrested a number of times by tbe 
police for obstructing tbe streets. 


Sheridan 
Webster, 
Populist, Social 


Democrat and single taxer, will also be in 
the contention,and many others of almost 
as wide and extreme views, so tbat it is 
apparent tbat there is to be material out 
of whioh a lively convention can be made. 
Sylvester Kc'liber of Chicago put in »n 
appearance Sunday, together witb Tom 
Finn, the first man to walk out of an en- 
gine cab in tbe strike of '94. L. S. Dieoky 
also of Chicago, representing tbe National 
Single Tax league, Is hero. M. J. Cano, 
state president of the Miners' association, 
also put in an appearanone during the 
day.

The shipments aggregate 8,400,000 bush- 
els of aU kinds of grain, including 119,000 


of wheat, 1,660,000 of corn and over 500,- 
000 o£ oats. Receipts in bushels

oats 558,000 bushels

THE LUETTGERT CASE. 


The Case 1'orinally Opened To-Day by 


Assistant States Attorney McEwau. 
Chicago, Aug. 30.—The jury In the 


case of A. L, Luettgert, tbe sausage mak- 
er, charged with having murdered his 
wife and destroying tbe body in one of bis 
soap tanks, having been completed Sat- 
urday, the trial began in earnest this 
morning. Popular Interest in the case is 
very great and tbe court room was orowd- 
ed. Assistant State's Attorney McEwan 
formally opened tho case for tbe state. 
He detailed tbe evidence wbloh the state 
would present, among other points he 
made being tbat Luettgert despised bis 
wife and lived in tbe factory, where other 
women visited him*, tbat he choked her 
on one occasion, which led her toeay. 


You need not kill me as you did that 


roan." 
Luettgert replied, she would nflo 


be allowed to betray him. At tbo close 
of *hls statement for tne state, Attorney 
V'ncent, for the defense, said no opening 
addiess would be made for the present.

COAL MAriKET CORNERED. 


Supply on tlio Monongaliela in the Hands 


of One Z^lrm. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 30.—By the end of 


next weeft all the coal on the Mononga- 
bela river will practically be in the hands 
o! one firm and prices will be made by 
tbe lucky possessors of the valuable min- 
eral. There has been a steady increase 
in tbe price of coal all week, and at pres- 
ent tbe ran of mine coal brings lOo to 
lOXe. 


When tbe present strike began tbe firm 


of John H. Jones & Co saw that prices 
must advance, and they^quietly went to 
work and bought coal everywhere they 
could at prices whioh now seem very 
cheap. They have been keeping this coal 
and now practically control tbe cool trafSo 
In this vicinity. 


Today Jones was asking 9V£ cents for 


run of mine and 10X cents for lump coal. 
This is an advance of 2 cents over Friday 
and it was predicted tbat coal would be 
selling at 13 cents on Monday. Saturday 
afternoon slack was selling at 10 cents by 
the barge load. 
While some coal Is being 


received here from West "Virginia It is not 
for domestic purposes, and will rot affect 
the price to any extant.

the village of Illiopolie, wiped out a large 
portion of the business district early Sun- 
day morning.

The fire wiped out almost two sides of 


a block In the business part of the village, 
only the brick building escaping total de- 
struction 
Ihe Masonic building whioh 


is of brick, is almost a wreck for nothing 
but its walls are standing. Fait's gro 
eery store and the hall above It in<2 tjhe 
Farmers' State bank escaped, although 
they are situated at the angle of the two 
rows of buildings which burned and were 
between two fires. 


It Is not possible at this time to give 


any accurate estimate of the damage done 
and the loss that will follow. D. W. Pe- 
den is the owner of the property on wticb 
was situated the tailoring establishment, 
the postoffice and Scully's harness shop. 
The buildings were not valuable and the 
loss on them is reasonably well covered 
•with insurance 
Blanohflower's loss will 


be a severe one to him. The building be 
occupied was recently purchased by him 
from the late J. F, Peden and all bis 
money was invested in his little business 
enterprise

Hesser and Mathewa are the heaviest los-

Hesser had one of the best country 


implement houses In the county and car- 
ried a etook which is estimated to be 
worth $4503 
It is not all lost and there 


is about $1500 insurance on it

$700, was the property of Mr. Heeser's 
father.

man, John Piokel. The fire was burning 
between the rear of the postoflQoo and 
Sim's tailor shop. Evidently it bad been 
lighted 
there by an incendiary. 
The 


watchman gave the alarm and, within a 
short timp, the entire population of the 
village had turned out to fight the 
flames. 


It soon became evident that the people 


of the village could not oope witJi the Ore 
and appeals were eent to other towns. 
Nlantlo sent over its hand engine and 
effective woik was done with U in check 
Ing the spread of the fire. 


On the north, the Masonic building, 


which was of brick stopped the spread of 
the flames in that direction, although the 
ball Wiia gutted by the Ore before it could 
be controlled. The upper portion oC the 
building was the property of tbo Masons, 
while the lower portion belonged to W. J. 
Miller. 


On the east tha last building destroyed 


by Sre was the dwelling bouse which was 
occupied by W. A. Mathews and Dr J 
D. White 
They room at the place add 


the house bad become known as " faacbe 
tors'hall " On the east of it stood a shoe 
shop and east of this is the grocery store 
of William Johnson. To save the store 
and prevent the flames from spreading 
farther in this diieotlon, the volunteer 
firemen fastened a rope about the shoe 
shop and with a mighty effort, pulled It 
out of the way of the approaching flames. 
With the opening between the fire and the 
next building, the men succeeded in keep- 
Ing tbee ilre off the grocery store and con- 
fining It to the territory already barned. 


Niantic Firemen Did Good Work. 


The SMuntio volunteer firemen were 


brought to Illiopolis and got to work at 6 
o'clock. They fought the fire at a disad- 
vantage. 


Itacutnr Bloodhound!, 


Mrs. MoSuffla, who runs a boarding 


housn near the scone of the fire was astir 
early and jost before the alirm was sound- 
ed she saw some persons running south 
at a very rapid gait, carrying what looked 
like a bundle of slothing, but. It was so 
dark that she could neither distinguish 
the featurns.of the persons cor the charac- 
ter of goods they bad in their possession. 
Tblsjfaot arouses the suspicion that burg- 
lars bad been at work onrt bad fired the 
village to cover up the deed and divert 
attention to something more serto-as to 
give them a good start. It is a supposi- 
tion that W. A. Matbews' store bad been 
entered, as clothing seemed to be what 
those running away from the Ore had in 
tbelr possession. Seme bloodhounds- were 
secured from Decatur and they were EOOB 
on hand to take up the cbase, and the au- 
thorities have hopes of mating some cap- 
tures that will clear up the mystery of the 
fire. The loss for the most part falls very 
heavily upon the unfortunate sufferers as 
many had their all Invested in tbelr little 
stock of goods.

LOUIS PAVEY LOSES A FOOT.

Chicago, Aug 80 —In trying to board 


a rapidly moving Illinois Central train at 
Forty third Louis 6. Pavey, son of Gen- 
eral C. W Pavey, of Mount Vernon, 111., 
mot with an accident which necessitated 
the amputation of his right foot above the 
ankle. 


Young Pavey, who Is employed as a 


clerk by tho Illinois Savings and Trust 
company, left his home, -1366 Oakonwald 
avenue, about Q o'clock Saturday evening 
to go to the Chicago Beach hotel See- 
Ing a train about to pull out he made an 
effort to catch it, but fell between the 
train and tbo platform, and bis right foot 
was badly crushed. He was taken to the 
Chicago hospital, where tho Injured foot 
was removed just above the ankle by Drs 
Blnkley and Steele. 


Passengers who bad just loft tbe train 


saw Pavey miss his footing, and ho was 
seized by half a dozen bands and drawn 
away from the'ralls before he had fallen 
entirely under tha oars. Then be was 
carried Into tha station, where it was 
discovered hie leg had been almost sev- 
ered. 


Pavey, after leaving tbe bunk last even- 


Ing, dressed himself for a foimal dinner 
to which bo bad been invited at tbo Cbi 
cago Beach hotel, and left bis apartments 
at 43U6 Okenwald avenue, intending to 
board tbe train which leaves tbe Forty- 
third street station at 6.31 o'clock. De- 
layed on the way to tho station by a friend 
with whom bo bad stopped to chat, he 
was just buying his ticket when tbe (rain 
staited south. 


He hurried past tbe special policeman 


who guards tbe gate and started to ascend 
tbe elevated platform used for the subur- 
ban service. Seeing that he could not 
roach tbe platform in time to gain tbe 
train he attempted to jump from tbo 
steps to tbe front platform of tbe last car.' 
As be fell be screamed, attracting the 
attention of the passengers and of tbe 
special policeman, many of whom rushed 
to his assistance. Just before the last 
truck reached him he was dragged from 
under the car. 


Pavey is 38 years old and Is the son of 


General C. W Pavey of Mount|Vernon, 
HI., who was notified last evening of tbe 
accident. He will reach Chicago today.

QUEEN KAPIOLANI'S YACHT. 


She Carried the Lulon Jack on It, and 


tbe Craft In Sow In Washington. 
England and Hawaii are two coun- 


tries which have monopolized their full 
share of public attention recently. An 
article in the National Museum brings 
to memory the fact that on the occa- 
sion of Victoria's jubilee in 18S7 
Queen Kapiolani of Hawaii was the 
guest of the queen of England. And 
each of these queens, in her own coun- 
try and in her own private boat, sailed 
under the same flag, the union jack of 
England. 
' 


The"royal yacht of Queen Kapiolani 


of Hawaii is in the National museum, 
and may be passed and repassed with- 
out attracting the notice of the sight- 
seeker. High against the eastern wall 
it is placed, and from the floor little 
can be seen except the email sail of 
straw. This royal boat was once a 
log, and with rude instruments was 
hollowed into the semblance of a canoe, 
making a craft 18 feet long and but 18 
inches wide. It is such a boat as the 
Hawaiians used long before Colum- 
bus sailed on his voyage to a new coun- 
try, and it was in such a boat that the 
Hawaiians sailed from the 
western 


Islands in the Pacific to the Sanioan 
islands. 
' 


The little craft is what is known as 


an outrigger canoe, and has a small 
float extended on arms from either side 
of the canoe. This plan renders it 
impossible for the boat to be upset. 
The sail is of the rudest kind, made oi 
plaited straw, supported on rudely- 
hewn masts. In the boat is a gourd to 
be used for bailing out the water and 
also a net with which to catch fish. In 
such a boat the proud queen of the 
Hawaiians went forth, on the waters 
of her country to woo the cool breezes 
of the ocean. In the bottom of the 
boat is found the strangest thing oi 
all, a small English flag of the com- 
monest'type, which the queen was wont 
to place in the stern of her pleasure 
boat. 


Ex-Queen Liliuokalani was asked 


lately if she remembered this craft ol 
her royal sister-in-law, and answered 
that she did most distjpctly, and even 
related the circumstance which led to 
the boat being given to the museum. 


"I accompanied Queen Kapiolani on 


her visit to England in 1887," said the 
ex-queen, "ami on our return we 
stopped for some time in this city 
One day I accompanied the queen and 
her party, consisting of Col. Boyd, Col 
Tankea and Gen. Dominis, to the mu- 
seum. After looking around the dif 
ferent apartments the curator showec' 
us a boat, something like a canoe, with 
a man at the bow, and asked the queen 
if our canoes were like that in Hawaii 
The queen, said yes, and that she would 
be pleased to contribute one to the 
museum on her return to her own 
country."—Washington Post.

Some Pecnliar Rabbit Hunting; Metli-

I fix sev- 
eral other ciabs in the same way, anc 
then send ;i little brigade of them inti 
the burrov,. When the fabbit inside 
sees a toichlight ptoeession coming 
down his pi hate hall after him yoi 
may he sure he decides to lea^e

Defending Smitli and Webber. 
A. F. Smith and A. G. Webber seem to 


need a good deal 
of defending. Mr. 


Smith contributed an article, in defense 
of himself and Mr. Webber, to the col- 
umns of the Republican recently, and 
since then the Decatur Review has taken 
the matter up and defends them in a col- 
umn article. In both cases they are de- 
fended against the assertion tbat "their 
hands are not calloused but their mouths 
•re," a simple reference to this well 
known phenomena having been made in 
the Republican. This is P mere subter- 
fuge, however. What they are trying to 
defend or explain is their course at the 
Tabernacle meeting, where they, as agi- 
tators, were trying to work up prejudice, 
by holding up the officers of the law to 
contempt, thinking it would prove a good 
political move for themselves 
Both have 


an itching for office that defeat does not 
seem to allay. 


After reading A. F. Smith's explana- 


tion tbat be meant no barm, did not say 
anything bad and counseled the crubad- 
ers to keep within the law, one is remind- 
ed of the old lines:

Oh yes, my darling daughter.

Both 
Smith and Webber knew tbat tbe object 
of tbe crusaders ' 
I to interfere with tbe 


business of Deeatur—to shut it down by 
makig life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness, a sham—by making life miserable 
for the Deoatur miners. 
The speeches 


made by Webber and Smith weie intended 
to encourage the crusaders in this, with- 
out openly advising them to do It. If 
either of these two men bad bad an in- 
terest in the Decatur mines or any busi- 
ness likely to be damaged by closing tbe 
mines, they would not have been at tbe 
Tabernacle meeting. Neither of them has 
any suob interest in Decatur and has no 
concern for tbe damage that might result 
to others wbo are producers, through 
their course, if they think they may de- 
live some political advantage as a result. 
They employ no labor. They do not la- 
bor themselves. They produce nothing. 
They only absorb what others, who labor 
or employ labor, produce, and yet they 
pose as tbe friends of labor. It is known 
tbat they dojthls only during the excite- 
ment of strikes or political campaigns. 
Tbey know as well as anybody tbat tbe 
present strike cannot beneSt tbe miners 
and tbat in tbe end it will be a damage 
to all of them, and to tbe public as well, 
and yet_they choose to encourage these men 
in their error instead of giving them good 
advice, as tbe real friend of labor ought 
to do, because they figure tbat it is more 
popular with tbose they are trying to use, 
to agitate tban to instruct). These are 
the things tbat mako the real friends of 
humanity tired of such blatant agitators 
Having been exposed tbe explanations aro 
cow made to show that they have done no 
harm. 


During the Vallandigbam affair, when

If not hindered be is sure to help 
the enemy; much more if he talks ambig- 
uously—talks for bis country with "buts1 
and 'Its' and 'ande.'" 


The men referred to by Mr. Lincoln 


were traitors to their country,though pre- 
tending to be loyal to it. Smith and Web- 
ber were tallkng to an organized body of 
men from Springfield, who had no Inter- 
eat In Deoatur—in Its business or its 
mines—and whose avowed purpose was to 
shut up the business of Doeatni, regard- 
less of tbe loss and misery It might, and 
In all probability would, entail upon our 
people. Tbey talked with "bats" and 
"Its" and "ands" to cover op their real 
purpose, with the full knowledge that 
the effect would be to encourage war up 
OB the legitimate business of Dceatur and 
open laborers who bad no grievance and 
who wonted to work. Both knew tbat if 
there people once got near tbe water they 
would swim. Let Webber and Smith 
explain what they^have against Decatur 
thai they become accessories to the de-

Every- 
thing regaiding the era or nature of the 


•earn How ing there is more conjec- 


ture, but some things regarding it are 
well known. 
One is, that it was 
a 


stream of no mean proportions. For a 
quarter of a mile in width the bedrock 
is covered with the rounded 
gravel 


washed smooth by its waters during the 
ages that it existed, and even after the 
countless years since its ; pi-ings dried 
up at their source, or some cjnvulsion 
of nature turned it into other channels, 
have been washing the easily

stones down the mountain sides, they 
arebtill 125 feet in depth—perhaps more 
in places. Another thing certain about 
the old rivex is that its source was far 
away beyond the Coeur d'Alene moun- 
tains 'o/the Bitt«r Roots, that hedge 
them on the east, for ingreatquantities 
among the gravel now choking its old 
bed are'hug-e bowlders of a, rock that is 
entirely foreign to this region. Re- 
sembling a mixture of sandstone and

Another thing known regarding the 


eld river, more potent than all else, ex 
Lept, perhaps, to the student, is the 
fact that it traversed a country inter- 
spersed with gold-bearing ledges, parts 
of which are picked up and brought 
down w ith its gravel.

50 to 500 yards in width, and varying 
from five to one hundred and fifty feet 
in depth, probably one-half of the gold 
would lie in a strip a rod wide and w ii h- 
in five feet of bed rock. Po while thp 
hydraulic miners would proceed .to 
move the whole mass, wash it down the 
hill and sifting out evcrv particle of 
gold, the drift miner has taken his 
moie laborious method and none the 
less suiely secured for himself a 
com- 


petence If his possessed the faculty of 
saving what came ints his hands.—

COST OF ARTIFICIAL LIGHTS. 


Electricity I» Cheaper Than Any Oth- 


er Form of Illumination. 


The director of the Electrical com- 


pany of Cologne has made a comparison 
of tie cost of the different sorts of arti- 
fieial light, reduced to the same stand- 
ard of illuminating-power. As the cost 
of mateiialb for illuminating- varies in 
different localities, he has taken the 
price of coal gas at 91 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet; of alcohol, for use in incan- 
descent lamps, at 30 cents a gallon, of 
coal, oilatlSccntsa gallon, and of elec- 
tricity at 1% cents per hectowatt. Sup- 
posing the "mantles" of the incandes- 
cent gas burners to last 400 hours and to 
cost 50 cents each and other apparatus 
to have the average life, he finds the 
most expeu-sh e ordinary light to be.that 
from incandescent lamps, which costs 
ten ecnth per hour for a given amount ol 
illumination. 


Next comes the light from ordlnarj 


gas burners, with openings in the form 
of slits, which costs six cents for th< 
same illumination. 
Arg-and burners 


are. light for light, about 20 per cent, 
more economical than the other sort 
Next to these come incandescent lamps 
burning alcohol, which gives light at 
half the price of the ordinary 
gas 


burner. Ordinary coal oil lamps give 
light much more cheaply, the cost per 
unit of illumination being; little more 
than one-fifth that of incandescentelec- 
trie light, but the modern gas lights 
with incandescent mantles are still 
more economical, furnishing for 1% 
cents per hour the same amount of il 
himination as incandescent electric 
lamps at ten cents. Electric arc lamps 
are about ten per cent, more economical 
still and are the cheapest sources of arti 
fieial ligh* at present known to us.—

SUICIDE AND THE SEXES. 


niuro Fri-nnont with Men—Will In- 


crease ivitli Women. 


At tl.i prt^ent day man is much more 


piouc io Miicide than woman. This is 
ti ue ni n,,111 in regard to epilepsy, crime 
and other marked signs of degenera- 
tion. 
J.t.t it has been observed that as 


uoimn approaches man in her mode of 
life -lit- a!^o becomes more familiar 
»:th those abnormal conditions which 
haie i :-e\iously been peculiar to men. 
The . oniparative immunity of woman 
from H'lf-dcstmction in the past has 
depemkd greatl3r -upon the relatively 
less harassing part she has taken in the 
Struggle for life. Tojday it is different. 
|Xow woman occupies the fields of art, 
literature, finance, and even politics, 
and, as r-he goes deeper into these vo- 
cations, she must ^expect to-suffer the 
consequences. Already it is noticeable 
that feminine suicide is notnow entire- 
ly due to the sentimental causes of dis- 
appointed love, desertion and jealousy, 
but to those trials of a more material 
order, such as have led men to the act 
of self-destruction. 


Imitation far exceeds any other of 


what 'are called "trivial ca^uses" of sui- 
cide, and asserts itself more in woman 
than in man. 
It is much more com- 


mon than is supposed. When self-de- 
struction becomes epidemic, as it some- 
times does, its prevalence very largely 
depends -upon imitation. It is said that 
many years ago the wail of Thomas 
Hood over "The One More Unfortunate" 
brought .many a sentimental person to 
a watery grave in the Thames. And 
in our own day thevivid representation 
of, suicide upon the stage under,condi- 
tions appealing forcibly to the imagina- 
tion has been known to be folio-wed'by 
the self-imposed death of persons whose 
conditions resembled closely those of 
the suicide in the drama. 


Attempts have been made to prove 


that el-mate has an effect upon the rate 
of suicide, but these attempts have 
nc\er done more f^an show that the 
temperate regions have the highest ra- 
tio. This, of course, is not due ttxthe 
c'.iinnte, but to the- more complicated 
ciiili/ation, the greater physical and 
mi'ntal wear and the more extensive 
interference with natural laws met 
v. ,th in the temperate regions. While 
it is true that climate exerts but little 
i; flnence over 'the rate of suicide, the 
fK-asoiis, on the contrary, do strongly 
ailc-pt it. The popular belief is that 
filicide is more frequent during the 
months of winter and sprin-g. This, 
however, is incorrect. Cold, W£t, damp

suppo=e. promote despondency and sui- 
cide.

It has been the old claim re- 
peated day after day. 


It was given out Saturday that there 


would be no men at work at the old shaft 
Monday morning, although on Saturday 
tbere wera 79 men at work, 11 more than 
on Friday. It was supposed by some peo- 
ple that possibly the strikers had an un- 
dezetand'ng with tbe Decatur men, but it 
seems from tbe developments of tbla 
morning that the strike leaders who have 
excluded reporters from tbe meetings and 
have appointed a crmmittee to give out 
the truth for publication, were simply 
working a bluff on the lo al newspapers 
and the coal company. Not as many 
men went to work today at the old abaft 
as oil Saturday, but tbe number of deter- 
mined men was sufficient to cause the 
strikers to lose heart in their attack up- 
on the men at the old shaft 
There were 


nearly 70 iuen who returned to work at 
tbe old coal mine this morning and more 
went to work at noon 
This exhibition 


of tbe staying qualities of the local miner) 
and want to remain at work, appreoiat 
ing a good thing when they have it.rrtther 
demoralized Bosses Nell and Counery,and 
the'foroes were sent -down to the new 
shaft, Nell blmself taking up a position 
on a crossing. But tbe strikers were un- 
able to make any headway at tbo new 
shaft. 
The new shaft men all along have 


been faithful in their purpose to remain 
at work. It is evident [that they cannot 
ba persuaded. They don't want to have 
anything to do with the visiting strikers, 
and will not go to any of 'the meetings or 
listen to any proposition any committee 
has to present. They have families to 
support, they have no grievance against 
the company. 
Thay want to work, and 


they say they are going to stick at It, and 
will not be interferred with lo going to 
or coming from their work. 


Marshal Mason and a largo number of 


police officers were oat early this morning 
watcblcg tbe movements of the strikers, 
who had gathered in the vicinity of both 
shafts to stop and harraes the miners on 
their way to work. As stated tbe return 
of so many men to tbe old shaft eerved to 
rattle tbe leaders to some extent, and 
thinking that they en uld do something 
near tbe new shaft tho larger section of 
the 'trikers were sent down to that part 
of tbe city, Neil leading the way 
But 


the police were prepared for that move- 
ment. An equal force of officers bad 
been posted in that vicinity by Mason, 
and when tbe strikers appeared they were 
kept off tbe right of_way of the railway 
company, as bad bean requested by the 
company's representative. Archie Nell 
thought he had a rlgbt'to stay on the Cen- 
tral orosKing where he could better Inter- 
cept tbe miners, and he not into a spirited 
controversy with a policeman, who caus- 
ed him to vaoafe. Nell held to the opin- 
ion that the crossing waa the property of 
the olfey and he had a right to stay tbere, 
It is held by tbe authorities that tbe Cen- 
tral company owns tbo right of way all 
along its route and that crossings are 
simply used by tbe people as a means of 
passing over the road. 
There will scarce- 


ly be any serious trouble in beeping the 
strikers off the crossings. The strikers 
will have to move on when, commanded 
by tbti officers. 


What the next move of tbe strikers will 


be remains to he seen So long as they do 
not offer any violence the plan Is to let 
them alone, but should they attempt to 
fracture any laws tbere will doubtless be 
prompt measures taken to rid the city of 
the visitors whose presence here is a dally 
menace to men who want to work and 
who are the cause of great uneasiness 
among the property owners and order 
loving people of the community. 


Arrlv»i;of Striken from Lincoln,

come here can only be matter of , spec- 
ulation at present. 


Tbe mine owners are naturally consid- 


erably annoyed by tbe presence of tbe 
strikers 
Tbey want to carry on their 


business without Inttrferenoo in any man- 
ner with their men, and they also desire 
to look after and protect their property. 
They can't understand wby any man by 
Intimidation, thu menacing pres nee of a 
large body of men, or by any other meth- 
od should be daily annoyed in his consti- 
tutional light to earn bis own living 
peaceably and without Intereferoue. No 
doubt tbe question will be settled some 
way this week. 


At this time It appears to be a staving 


game, wltb tbe miners np'to date having 
the best of tbe situation. 
Aa long as the 


Decatur men want to work they will bu 
given ample protection by tbe authorities. 
If tbe present present number of officers 
is not sufficient tbe foroe will be Increased 
to cover any emergency.

sor, who was a passenger ungineor at the 
Wabash in 1894, and quit during the 
strike. Qening came here and was a sub- 
stitute for one of tho strikers. Genlng 
denies that he was drunk or disorderly 
and claims that his arrest by Holser was 
due to spite and an effort to got oven 
Charges were preferred against Holser 
and handed to Muyor Taylor. Tho trial 
was suggested as tho best way of getting 
at the facts. 


Tho prosecution is represented by City 


Attorney Lee and Attorney Buckingham 
appears for the defendant. Officers of the 
Wabash railway are taking considerable 
interest in the trial

Officers Holser and Kosninski oame up 
from Broadwav. The witness said that 
the men were talking loud and were dis- 
orderly.

Genung to go home and gate him three 
opportunities to get Off the street, In ad 
dition to three shoves towards his resi- 
dence 
The defendant declined to go 


Instead he said that he was an American 
citizen, a resident of Decatur and that so 
long as he was not violating any law he 
proposed to stay on the street until be got 
ready to go to in a home. Upon his re 
fusal to obey the officer the witness said 
that he placed bun under arrest. Officer 
Kopliinski at the sa.je tune arrested 
Muadweiler and both men were taken to 
tbe'Short street station, where they were 
questioned further and Genung was final 
ly looked up. Mundweller was allowed to 
go to his home. Holser testified that Ge- 
nang was drunk and should have been 
looked np.

She roomed wltb Mrs. Kenr 
ney at tbe corner of Water and Eldorado 
streets 
Miss Melllnger sat In the parlor 


and read until U o'clock Saturday night. 
After ehe bad retired Mrs Kearney hoiiru 
tbe young lady groaning and realized (hot 
she was very 111. Miss Melllnger asked 
for a doctor and Dr. .Tamos L Sevang 
was sent for and some of tbo neighbors 
called, but Miss Molllngor died before tho 
doctor arrived. 


The flrat witness to testify at the In- 


qnest yesterday was Mrs. Ed Shultz. She 
said that she had been called to the house 
about 10 o'clock Saturday night. She 
went into Miss MelHnger's room and 
lighted the lamp and the young lady died 
a few moments later. 


Miss Maggie A. Kearney, daughter of 


Mrs. Kearney was tbe next (o testify. 
She said that tbe deceased had been room-

August second Miss Melllnger had suffer- 
ed an attack of shortness of breath. 
She 


was 37 years old. 


M. W. Sloddard, who is u clerk in the

at about 10 o'clock, but found tbe young 
lady dead when he anlvud. 1 he witness 
furtber testified that before leaving the 
store , where the deceased was also em- 
ployed be noticed an unusual look about 
her eyes and asked bei If she was 111, but 
she replied that the folt well 


Dr H. O. .Tones testified that he bad 


known the deceased for tbo past 15 years 
and bad attended her professionally. On 
August 3 ba treated her for nervous pros- 
tration and advised her to take a lost and 
discontinue work. His opinion was that 
her death was due to nervous exbanta- 
tiou and heart failure. 


Dr James" L Bcvans testified that ho 


bad been called to tbo house at about) 
10 80 Saturday evening. Ho roi-ponded 
at once, but tba young lady was dead bo 
fore ho arrived 
There wero no signs of 


death by convulsions 
Tho witness snid 


ho examined tbe room but found no Indl 
cations of the young lady having taUon 
auy drugs or medicine 
Judging from 


appearances tho witness thought 
that 


death was caused by organic heart trou 
bio 
There was no *.raoo of morphino or 


chloroform In the room. 
The witness 


said he nad boon told that tho deceased 
bad taken morpbino and chloroform at 
times for a headache and therefore uiado 
a caroful examlntlon. 


Tbe vorrtlJt of tho jury was that tlio 


young lady had cotne to her death by or- 
ganic valvular disease of tbe heart

jury was composed of Dr James L Bov-

H. C. Wallace 


The remains wore taken to Cerro Gordo
